The matters with which science has hitherto been chiefly 
concerned are comparatively indifferent to us. For that 
reason science has been so successful. When Galileo in- 
vestigated the law governing the motion of falling bodies, 
we cannot imagine that he cared in the least what the law 
would turn out to be. He could search for the truth with 
a single mind because none of his emotions could be out- 
raged by the result. Similarly, Newton’s demonstration of 
the law of inverse squares roused no horror anywhere. No- 
body had a strong emotional preference for the law of in- 
verse cubes. 

Towards most of the results of science we are indiffer- 
ent; their charm lies in the fact that they illustrate a har- 
mony. Any other results would do, provided they illustrated 
an equally beautiful harmony. The empirical fact that the 
velocity of light is nearer to 186,000 miles per second than 
it is to double that figure, excites no particular interest. But 
the fact that there must be an unsurpassable critical 
velocity in the sort of universe we live in, is a matter of 
great interest. 

Our reaction to most scientific facts is one of indifference, 
and our reaction to most scientific theories is one of purely 
aesthetic appreciation. But when a scientific theory has a 
philosophic, religious, or, briefly, a “human” interest, we 
find at once that we are no longer content with our role 
of disinterested seeker after truth. The opposition en- 
countered by the Copernican theory and the Darwinian 
theory gives sufficient evidence of this. The splendid moral 
integrity manifested in scientific work, therefore, is due 
very largely to the nature of scientific material. It shows 
us the height to which man can rise, provided that a part 
only of his nature is involved. Science is truthful because 
it has practically no temptation to be anything else. In his 
work the scientific man is an artist, and his moral standard 
is superb, but the value of his example to the rest of man- 
kind is limited by the fact that, in his work, the scientific 
man is not completely a man. (348 words)

Advance instructions for the examination in Grade 
XIII French Authors 





1. The Principal should note that not more than twenty- 
five candidates may be seated in a room in which the 
French Authors examination is held. The rooms chosen 
should be acoustically satisfactory. A gymnasium or an 
assembly hall may not be used. 

2. Where more than one classroom is required for the 
examination, the school’s public address system may be 
used if the Principal is satisfied that the test can be ad- 
ministered satisfactorily by that method. 

3. Where the school’s public address system is not used, 
the Principal will arrange for the provision of standard 
78 r.p.m. phonographs, one for each of the examination 
rooms, and will see that outlets are provided for electrically- 
operated phonographs where these are to be used. 

The phonographs should be tested in the examination 
rooms well in advance of the examination period. Suitable 
needles should be provided. 

The kind of electric current should be known before the 
equipment is connected. Some phonographs operate on 
either AC or DC; other machines operate on only one type, 
usually AC. 

The examination record will be played from the outside 
groove toward the centre. 

[OVER ] 


The best location for the phonograph should be deter- 
mined in advance since acoustical conditions may vary 
considerably in different rooms. 

Tone control should be set about halfway between the 
bass (low) and the treble (high) markings. The most 
suitable volume should be previously determined. 


4. Phonograph records (one for each room in which 
French Authors is to be written) for the dictation test will 
be sent to the Chief Presiding Officer by express at the time 
the examination papers are shipped. 


5. Immediately upon receipt of the package the Chief 
Presiding Officer shall remove the record (or records) from 
the corrugated wrapping by removing all staples, but he 
shall not break the seal on the record. 

If the record is damaged in any way, the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall notify the Registrar of the Depart- 
ment of Education immediately by telephone or telegraph, 
but he shall not break the seal. 


6. Before 8.45 a.m. on the day of the examination the 
Chief Presiding Officer shall satisfy himself that the 
phonograph is ready for use. 

Promptly at 8.45 a.m. the Chief Presiding Officer shall 
hand the sealed record to the Presiding Officer, who shall 
then remove the seal but shall not put the record on the 
phonograph at that time. 


7. Promptly at 8.45 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall, for 
his own information, open the envelope marked ‘Confi- 
dential Instructions to Presiding Officers in French Au- 
thors’’. 


8. If the Presiding Officer finds that the record is broken, 

or unusable for any other reason, 

(a) no mention of this fact shall be made to the 
candidates before 11.15 a.m., p 

(0) at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall inform 
the candidates that it is not possible to hold the dictation 
test and that allowance will be made when the papers are 
being marked, 


(c) at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall require 
the candidates to close their examination books and hand in 
their envelopes, 

(d) at the close of the examination the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall return the damaged record and the 


wrapping to the Registrar with a report of the circum- 
stances. 


Note. The Presiding Officer must not vary the procedure 
outlined above, even in case of unforeseen inter- 
ruption or delay.

A. To be read by the Presiding Officer immediately upon 
removing this sheet from the envelope, at 8.45 a.m. 


Before the beginning of the examination period at 9.00 
a.m. the Presiding Officer shall see that the phonograph is 
in the previously determined location and make sure that 
it is in good running order, unless the school’s public 
address system is being used. 

When the candidates begin to write the examination, the 
Presiding Officer shall see that each candidate has left the 
first page of his examination book blank, in accordance with 
instructions on the examination paper. 


B. The following need not be read by the Presiding Officer 
until after the candidates have settled down to write the 
examination. 


Examination Procedure 


1. At about 11.12 a.m., if an electric phonograph is used, 
the machine should be turned on, without disturbing the 
candidates, to allow the equipment to warm up. 


2. Promptly at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall in- 
struct the candidates to turn to the blank page at the front 
of their examination books in preparation for the dic- 
tation. 


3. The Presiding Officer shall then read aloud the follow- 
ing: 
“There will be three readings of the passage: first, a 
reading of the whole passage, during which you will listen 
[ OVER ] 


but not write; second, a slow reading of the passage phrase 
by phrase, with each phrase repeated once, with punctu- 
ation, and with a long enough pause after each phrase to 
give you sufficient time to write it; third, a final reading 
of the whole passage, with punctuation, to enable you to 
make corrections in your work. 

“Listen to the instructions given at the beginning of each 
reading, such as “Heoutez’’, and “N’écrivez pas’, but do 
not write them. 

“Put in the punctuation marks where indicated but do 
not write them in words. 

“The three readings will require both sides of the record. 
Halfway through the second reading it will be neces- 
sary to interrupt your writing while the record is being 
turned. During this interruption you will have an oppor- 
tunity to make corrections in what you have written. 

“The record will begin with the numbers 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, for 
testing the volume. You will ignore those numbers, as they 
are not part of the dictation.” 


4. The Presiding Officer shall then put the record in place 
with the first side up, start the machine and, if necessary, 
adjust the volume while the testing strip at the beginning 
of the first side of the record, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, is being played. 


5. When the Presiding Officer is about to turn the record 
he shall say: 

“I am about to turn the record. You will now have two 
minutes to make corrections in what you have already 
written.” 


6. The two minutes shall be allowed from the time the 
Presiding Officer stops speaking. 


7. At the end of the two-minute pause the Presiding 
Officer shall say: 

“The dictation will now be resumed. Listen for the warn- 
ing numbers 5, 4, 3, 2, 1 but do not write them as they are 
not part of the dictation.” 


8. At the conclusion of the third reading the Presiding 
Officer shall say: 
“Two minutes will now be given for final corrections.” 


9. At the end of this two-minute period the Presiding 
Officer shall instruct the candidates to close their exami- 
nation books immediately.

The Germans sacked (assediare) Rome, and the French 
and the Spaniards fought for the possession of the country.

It may appear strange to us, but not to this 
man so fully persuaded of his own virtue and consummate 
ability, to interpolate long autobiographical passages in 
his treatises. In the exposition of his theory of church 
government he dilates at length on the dedication of his 
powers to poetry and on his personal character, and he 
turns aside in his “‘Defence of the English People” to de- 
fend himself. We see what manner of man he believed him- 
self to be, and the accounts of him given by his two nephews 
and the known facts of his life go far to corroborate his 
own estimate. There is something of “plain Heroic magni- 
tude of mind” in his resolute postponement of his poetic 
ambitions until he had served what he believed to be the 
more urgent call of the State, and in the resumption of his 
cherished task after twenty years in spite of blindness, 
age, impoverished estate and the frustration of his political 
and religious hopes. Adversity would sober his faith, but 
could not break his spirit. He might have boldly claimed 
for himself the divine approbation pronounced upon the 
seraph Abdiel: 

Servant of God, well done, well hast thou fought 

The better fight... 
The sternness which enabled him to face defeat, obloquy 
and danger, developed in him the harder strain in his 
character at the expense of tenderness, and made him an 
exacting husband and parent, and an unsparing controver- 
sialist. He has won men’s admiration more than their love.

Advance instructions for the examination in Grade 
XIII French Authors 





1. The Chief Presiding Officer should note that not more 
than twenty-five candidates may be seated in a room in 
which the French Authors examination is held. The rooms 
chosen should be acoustically satisfactory. A gymnasium or 
an assembly hall may not be used. 

2. The Chief Presiding Officer will arrange for the pro- 
vision of standard 78 r.p.m. phonographs, one for each of 
the examination rooms, and will see that outlets are pro- 
vided for electrically-operated phonographs where these 
are to be used. 

The kind of electric current should be known before the 
equipment is connected. Some phonographs operate on 
either AC or DC; other machines operate on only one type, 
usually AC. 

The phonographs should be tested in the examination 
rooms well in advance of the examination period. Suitable 
needles should be provided. 

The examination record will be played from the outside 
groove toward the centre. 

The best location for the phonograph should be deter- 
mined in advance since acoustical conditions may vary 
considerably in different rooms. 

Tone control should be set about halfway between the 
bass (low) and the treble (high) markings. The most 
suitable volume should be previously determined.

3. Phonograph records (one for each room in which 
French Authors is to be written) for the dictation test will 
be sent to the Chief Presiding Officer by express at the time 
the examination papers are shipped.
